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As the 1903 season began, no one 
knew if the pennant winners would 
face one other in a postseason 
championship series. The National 
League and the American League 
had been at war for two years and 
peace had only recently come to 
baseball as a result of an agreement 
negotiated at Cincinnati in January. 
But the signs for such a series were 
promising. In October 1902, the 
Pittsburgh Pirates, who had deci- 
mated the opposition that year by 
winning 103 games while losing 
only 36, and finishing twenty-seven 
and a half games ahead of Brooklyn, 
played four exhibition games 
against a group of American League 
all-stars. The Pirates won two 
games, lost one, and one affair was 
called due to darkness. The contests 
were a financial and popular suc- 
cess, and owners and fans alike 
expressed their enthusiasm for a 
series between pennant champions. 


Few fans, however, thought that the 
Pirates of 1903 would repeat for a 
third consecutive time as National 
League champs and compete for 
postseason honors. The team had 
lost two ace pitchers, Jack Chesbro 
(who won 28 games in 1902) and 
Jesse Tannehill (who won 20), 
when both jumped to the American 
League prior to the season. Still, 
player-manager Fred Clarke liked 
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the squad that he brought 

to spring training at Hot | 
Springs, Arkansas in ° 
March 1903. His pitching 
staff included Charles 
“Deacon” Phillippe, who 
had won at least 20 games 
in each of his first four 
seasons, Sam Leever, who 
had won 15 games in 
1902, and lefty Ed Doheny, who was 
coming off of a breakthrough year 
in which he went 16-4. Even with 
the defection of the two stars, Clarke 
thought that the team’s pitching 
remained strong. 


He was even more excited about his 
position players. Centerfielder 
Ginger Beaumont, whose red hair 
and good speed furnished his nick- 
name, had led the National League 
in hitting with a .357 average. 
Clarke played left field and consis- 
tently hit over 300. A promising 
rookie from Bucknell College, 
Jimmy Sebring, would patrol right 
field. In the infield, rookie Ed 
Phelps assumed most of the catch- 
ing responsibilities. Massachusetts 
native Kitty Bransfield, who hit .305 
the previous season, anchored first 
base. Claude Ritchey, a superb 
defensive player, handled second. 
The diminutive Tommy Leach, nick- 
named “the Wee” because he stood 
barely 5°6”, covered third base and 
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FRED CLARKE 
hit the ball harder than most other 


players. Leach led the National 
League in home runs in 1902. 


For the 1903 season, Clarke decid- 
ed to move Honus Wagner to short- 
stop. The previous season Wagner 
appeared in more games in right 
field than at short, but it was clear 
that defensively the player was most 
valuable to the team in the infield. 
Wagner looked awkward, with huge 
hands (like “hams” reporters 
thought) and bowed legs (like 
“parentheses”), but he could run 
and throw. He could also hit, As a 
rookie in 1897 he hit .335. In 1900 
he batted .381. He was coming off of 
a season in which he hit .330 and 
led the National League in slugging 
percentage, RBI and runs. The 
Sporting News called him “the best 
ball player in the world.” 


The 1903 Pirates won their first four 
games against the rival Cincinnati 
Reds and the team hardly looked 
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back. Although at the end of May 
they stood in third place behind 
Chicago and New York, a fifteen- 
game winning streak in June put 
them in the lead for good. The 
streak began on June 2 against the 
Giants, a 7-0 shutout. A week later, 
the pitching staff still had not relin- 
quished a run. The Pirates shut out 
the opposition for 56 consecutive 
innings, a record that still stands. 
The team also put together a 12- 
game winning streak that began on 
August 25. The Pirates clinched 
their third consecutive pennant on 
September 18 and went on to win by 
6.5 games over New York. Their 
record of 91-49 was only nine 
thousandths of a percentage point 
behind the team with the best 
record in baseball: the Boston 
Americans had gone 91-47. 


Talk of the pennant winners meet- 
ing began in earnest during the 
summer but, despite the pleas of 
fans and journalists, no official plan 
to play a postseason championship 
series had been reached until the 
second week of September. Barney 
Dreyfuss, president and owner of 


the Pittsburgh Athletic Company, 
and Henry Killilea, first-year 
owner of the Boston American 
League Ball Club, finally signed an 
agreement on September 16. The 
series would be five-out-of-nine 
with the first three games played 
in Boston (October 1, 2, and 3), 
the next four in Pittsburgh 
(October 5, 6, 7 and 8), and the 
final two games back in Boston 
(October 10 and 12). Only play- 
ers who were on the team as of 
September 1 would be eligible 
to play. 


Newspapers immediately began 
referring to the event as the 
“World's Championship Series.” 
There was some precedent to do 
50. Journalists and fans remem- 
bered the post-season events of 
1884-1890 between the National 
League and its competitor at the 
time, the American Association. 
Those contests were desultory 
affairs, played at different loca- 
tions and with differing numbers 
of games, and according to rules 
that predated the modern game 
(pitching distance of fifty feet, shape 
of home-plate a twelve-inch square, 
various ball and strike rules). One 
aspect only from those games car- 
ried over into the twentieth century: 
the idea that the event constituted a 
“World's Championship Series.” 
With the agreement in place, the 
Pirates and the Americans (they 
were not known as the Red Sox until 
1908) prepared to play in the first 
modern World Series. 


The Pirates arrived in Boston on 
September 30, the day before the 
series was scheduled to begin. Had 
they traveled directly the trip would 
have taken about 22 hours, but the 
team stopped in Buffalo to play an 
exhibition game against the Eastern 
League Bisons as a tune up for the 
series. Getting off the train at the 
Back Bay station in Boston, the 
Pittsburgh players took carriages to 
the Hotel Vendome, a sprawling 
building constructed in French 
Renaissance style and the first pub- 
lic building in Boston with electric 


lights. Fans of the Americans crowd- 
ed the lobby, looking to gamble on 
the series and seeking to provoke 
the opposition. To relieve the ten- 
sion, Clarke organized a card game 
and then a few of the Pirates trav- 
eled to Cambridge to watch the foot- 
ball game between Harvard and 
Bowdoin. 


Oddsmakers had made the 
Americans the favorites in the first 
game. Although the National League 
had the pedigree and Pittsburgh had 
been formidable for several years, 
the American League was on. its 
home ground and Boston had Cy 
Young on the mound. Young was 
simply a marvel. At age 36, he led 
the American League with 28 wins 
and during the season he had 
become the winningest pitcher of all 
time. The Americans also had twen- 
ty-game winner Bill Dinneen. 
Player-manager Jimmy Collins was 
considered the best third baseman 
in the game. Leftfielder Patsy 
Dougherty had batted 331 and led 
the American League in hits. And 
rightfielder Buck Freeman hit for 
power in an age when the home run 
had not yet become the measure of 
highest achievement in the game; 
his 25 blasts in 1899 stood as a 
record until Babe Ruth hit 29 home 
runs in 1919, Teams did not win 91 
games by accident, and Boston was 
a very good team. 


But going into the series, Fred 
Clarke was less concerned about 
the opposition than his own team. 
The injury bug had hit hard in 
September. Wagner was trying to 
recover from a badly strained leg. 
Tommy Leach had a sore throwing 
hand that was heavily bandaged, 
Phillippe and Sam Leever, who had 
won 25 games, both complained of 
sore arms. Worse yet, Ed Doheny, 
who had deserted the team for a 
spell during the season after dis- 
playing erratic behavior, had again 
taken leave. With the pitching com- 
promised it was no wonder that bet- 
tors favored Boston. Clarke, howey- 
er, would not use injury or absence 
as an excuse. “I never went into a 


game yet that I did not expect to 
win,” proclaimed the manager. 


An overflowing crowd of more than 
sixteen thousand fans filled the 
Huntington Avenue Base Ball 
Grounds on Thursday, October 1 
for the first game of the series. The 
ballpark had been built two years 
earlier on the grounds where the 
travelling circus and Wild West 
shows had pitched their tents. It was 
typical of the wooden parks of the 
era, sporting a single level of grand- 
stand and bleacher seats on each 
side of the diamond and fea- 
turing a cavernous outfield 
that measured 530 feet to cen- 
ter field. The overflow crowd 
assembled behind ropes along 
the outfield; a ground rule 
made balls hit into the crowd 
stand for a triple. 


At 3 o'clock Cy Young strode to the 
mound and the Americans took the 
field. Clarence Beaumont stepped in 
and Young threw a strike for the 
first pitch of the World Series. 
Beaumont flied out and Fred Clarke 
fouled out. With two out, Young 
grooved a pitch to Tommy Leach 
who tripled into the crowd. Honus 
Wagner followed with a base hit and 
the Pirates took a 1-0 lead. The 
“Flying Dutchman” then remained 
true to his nickname and stole sec- 
ond. An error by second baseman 
Hobe Ferris put Wagner on third 
and Bransfield on first. With Claude 
Ritchey at bat, Bransfield took off 
for second. Lou Criger, one of the 
best defensive catchers in baseball, 
threw the ball wildly into center 
field. Wagner scored the second run 
and Bransfield advanced to third. 
Young, no doubt shaken by the poor 
defense behind him, walked 
Ritchey, a rarity for the pitcher who 
walked less than one batter per nine 
innings. Ritchey promptly stole sec- 
ond and with runners in scoring 
position Jimmy Sebring delivered a 
base hit scoring two more. Another 
Boston error put Ed Phelps on base 
and Deacon Phillippe struck out to 
end what Boston reporters dubbed 
the “fatal first inning.” 


The Pirates went on to win the first 
game 7-3. Phillippe was masterful, 
striking out ten and scattering six 
hits. Observers thought that the 
Americans had looked nervous. 
Others speculated that they inten- 
tionally threw the first game in 
order to profit from betting against 
themselves. But most writers agreed 
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that the performance of the Pirates 
had been a revelation. “They played 
a game that could scarcely be out- 
classed,” conceded one Boston 
newspaper. 


The next day, Sam Leever took the 
mound against Bill Dinneen. But it 
was clear from the start that the for- 
mer schoolteacher from Goshen, 
Ohio was not at full strength. He 
relinquished a lead-off inside-the- 
park home run to Patsy Dougherty. 
After Collins flied out, he yielded 
a double to center fielder 
Chick Stahl who scored on 
Buck Freeman’s base hit. 
Leever got out of the first inning, 
but couldn’t continue and Bucky 
Veil, a twenty-two year old 
rookie spot starter for the 
Pirates, entered the game in the 
second inning. Veil performed 
admirably, giving up only one 
run in seven innings of work. But 
Dinneen was masterful as he struck 
out eleven and shut out Pittsburgh 
3-0 to even the series at one game 
apiece. 


Everyone realized that Game 3, the 
final one in Boston before the teams 
traveled to Pittsburgh, was a critical 
contest. A mob of more than eigh- 
teen thousand people crowded 
Huntington Avenue Grounds. They 
entered through the turnstiles, they 
climbed over the fences, and they 
squeezed into every available foot of 
space. Suddenly, an hour before the 
game was to begin, the fans broke 
through the outfield ropes and 
swarmed the field. It was a riotous 
scene, simultaneously dangerous 
and laughable. Several fans were 
nearly crushed. The players could 
not take practice. Someone made off 
with second base. The police and 
the players used batons, hoses, and 
bats to drive the crowd back, but 
still the fans would only move 
about 150 feet onto the outfield 
grass. And they jammed up to the 
foul lines along the first and third 
base sides. As a result of the conges- 
tion, the game was played with the 
rule that balls hit into the crowd 
would stand as a double. 


Remarkably, the game started near- 
ly on time. Tom Hughes, who won 
20 games that season, took to the 
slab for Boston. Fred Clarke 
brought back Deacon Phillippe on 
one day’s rest. The Pirates broke 
through for a run in the second 
inning when, with two out, Ritchey 
lifted a double into the crowd and, 
after Sebring walked, Phelps also 
produced a ground-rule double. 
Had the fans been further back, 
where they should have been, the 
balls in all likelihood would have 
been caught, but now the Americans 
were behind in no small part 
because of the home crowd. In the 
third inning, Hughes immediately 
got into trouble when he walked 
Beaumont and yielded a double to 
Clarke. Leach promptly singled and 
the Pirates extended their lead 
to 2-0. 


Collins had seen enough. The 
crowd buzzed as they saw the relief 
pitcher stride to the mound. With 
runners on first and third, and 
Wagner due up, Collins brought in 
Cy Young, The star pitcher prompt- 
ly drilled Wagner in the shoulder 
and loaded the bases with no one 
out. He nearly escaped the inning, 
but with two out an error allowed 
Sebring to reach first and Leach to 
score. Phillippe had a 3-0 lead and 
that was all he needed. He coasted 
to a 4-2 victory and the Pirates 
jumped ahead two games to one in 
the series with the next four games 
scheduled for Exposition Park in 
Pittsburgh. 


The jubilant Pirates left Boston after 
the game on Saturday and arrived 
in Pittsburgh at 7 p.m. the next 
night. Several thousand fans were 
there to greet them. Clarke was 
optimistic. “We do not expect to be 
compelled to return to Boston to 
finish the series,” he said. The two 
losses at home distressed the 
Americans, but had little effect on 
the enthusiasm of their fans. About 
125 Royal Rooters, as they called 
themselves, made the trip to 
Pittsburgh to root for Collins’ boys. 
The city that they entered was a city 


of industry, a “smoky city” of flames 
and furnaces, of steel and coal and 
railroads. Pittsburgh had a popula- 
tion of 350,000 and Allegheny 
County totaled more than 700,000. 
The ethnically diverse population 
embraced the Pirates, especially 
Wagner who as a boy had worked in 
the coal mines. 


A steady rain over the weekend had 
made a mud pond of the field at 
Exposition Park, located on the 
north shore of the Allegheny River, 
not far from the confluence of the 
Ohio and Monangahela (just down- 
river from PNC Park), and the game 
scheduled for Monday was post- 
poned for a day. Although the ball- 
park could seat 16,000 fans, and 
management added two thousand 
seats in anticipation of a huge 
crowd, the postponement and 
morning drizzle on Tuesday 
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October 6 kept the crowd to less 
than 8,000 people. Collins sent 
Dinneen to the mound and Clarke, 
taking advantage of the one-day 
delay, came back with Phillippe, 
this time working on two days rest. 


Once again the Pirates struck early, 
scoring a run on base hits by 
Beaumont, Wagner and Bransfield. 
A pitcher's duel ensued until the top 


of the fifth when Boston tied the 
game on base hits by LaChance and 
Criger. In the bottom of the frame, 
the Pirates added a run on an RBI 
single by Leach, scoring Beaumont 
who had tripled. Leach was now 
6-14 in the series and hitting the 
ball hard every time up. Boston was 
putting the ball in play, but 
Phillippe’s defense kept the 
Americans from scoring. In the bot- 
tom of the seventh, the Pirates 
broke the game open. Phillippe 
helped his own cause by leading off 
with a single. Beaumont reached 
first on an infield hit and Leach 
came to bat with one out. He lashed 
the ball to deep right for a triple and 
two runs came across the plate. 
Wagner followed with a single and 
Pittsburgh extended the lead to 5-1. 
In the top of the ninth, Boston ral- 
lied against an understandably tiring 
Phillippe. Collins, Stahl, and 
Freeman all singled to start the 
frame and by the time the inning 
ended LaChance and Ferris added 
base hits of their own. But the rally 
fell short as Boston only scored 
three runs and lost the game 5-4. 


The Pirates had a commanding lead 
in the series. They needed to take 
only two of the remaining three 
games in Pittsburgh to win the 
world’s championship. Clarke was 
cautiously optimistic, though he was 
worried about how hard he could 
drive Phillippe. Collins thought his 
team still had a good chance. The 
ninth-inning rally may have fallen 
short, but it brought the players and 
their fans back to life. “Phillippe 
can't do all the pitching,” said 
Collins. “We must get back to 
Boston .. . We will win two games if 
it takes an arm.” 


A crowd ofa little over 12,000 came 
to the park on October 7 for Game 
5 of the series. Clarke had little 
choice but to go with Bill Kennedy 
who had started 15 games for the 
Pirates that season and compiled a 
9-6 record. It was Kennedy's 36th 
birthday and he pleaded with the 
manager for the chance to pitch. At 
the peak of his career with Brooklyn 


in the 1890s, Kennedy had won 
twenty games or more four times. 
But in two of those seasons he had 
lost twenty games, and he lost at 
least twenty-three more times. He 
would face Cy Young, who had lost 
the first game and pitched well in 
relief in the third game. Young was 
determined to give his best effort in 
Game 5. 
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For five innings the two men 
squared off in a pitcher's duel. But 
in the top of the sixth Kennedy came 
undone. Boston’s rally started inno- 
cently enough when Clarke and 
Wagner nearly collided while going 
for a routine fly to short left field 
and Clarke dropped the ball for an 
error. Freeman singled. Parent tried 
to advance the runners with a bunt. 
Leach raced in to scoop up the ball 
and fired to Wagner covering third 
for what should have been a force, 
but somehow the sure-handed 
Wagner dropped the ball. With the 
bases loaded, Kennedy walked 
LaChance and the first run of the 
game scored. Ferris then hit a 
ground ball to short. It should have 
led to an easy double play, but 
Wagner threw the ball away for his 
second error in the inning. “Even 
the king of ballplayers is not infalli- 
ble,” commented a reporter. Two 


more runs were in. After Criger sac- 
rificed LaChance and Ferris over, 
Young delivered a ringing shot to 
left that went for a triple. Dougherty 
followed with a triple of his own. 
Boston had scored six runs to break 
open the game. They scored four 
more in the seventh as Clarke, not 
wanting to tax his staff in a losing 
cause, sent Kennedy back out. When 


the veteran finally came off the field 
he weeped as he walked to the club- 
house; his playing days had ended. 
Boston went on to win 11-2. Young 
yielded only 6 hits and walked none. 
The two runs he gave up were 
unearned. Although Kennedy had 
given up 11 hits and walked 3, he 
was also victimized by the errors in 
the field. The headline in the 
Pittsburgh Dispatch said it all: 
“Boston batters have big picnic at 
our expense.” 


Everyone realized that the next day's 
game would prove to be a pivotal 
contest. A Pittsburgh victory in 
Game 6 would almost certainly 
assure them of victory. But a Boston 
win would knot the series at three 
games apiece. Bill Dinneen, who 
had been brilliant in Game 2, and 
effective in Game 4, started for 
Boston. A well-rested Sam Leever, 


who had thrown only one inning 
nearly a week earlier on October 2, 
got the call for the Pirates. A crowd 
of more than eleven thousand set- 
tled in for the contest. 


In the third inning Boston broke 
through, after two were out, to take 
an early lead. Dinneen singled, 
Dougherty walked, Collins singled, 
pushing Dinneen across, and Stahl 


singled scoring Dougherty. The 
score was 2-0. Freeman hit a 
ground ball to third, but Leach 
made an error and a third run 
scored. The Pirates offense had 
scored only 2 runs in the previous 
twelve innings while the defense had 
committed five errors. They 
scratched out a hit here and a hit 
there, but were unable to put a rally 
together. In the top of the fifth, 
Chick Stahl led off with a triple and 
Freeman got him home with a fly to 
center. Before the inning was out, 
Boston added another run to take a 
5-0 lead. It was 6-0 before the 
Pirates showed life in the bottom of 
the seventh. Sebring and Phelps sin- 
gled to open the inning and Leever’s 
groundout moved the runners up. A 
base hit by Beaumont and a double 
by Clarke produced three runs, but 
that was all the Pirates could 
muster. In the end, Leever and 


Dinneen’s stats looked similar: each 
gave up ten hits, the one walked two 
batters whereas the other walked 
three, and neither struck out more 
than three. But Boston had won the 
“nerve-wracking, thrilling game” 
and tied the series. Afterwards, 
owner Barney Dreyfuss came into 
the clubhouse and tried to encour- 
age the team. “I am proud of the 
way you are fighting,” he declared, 
“for none save you and myself know 
under what adverse conditions we 
entered this fight. We are going to 
keep right at them and we'll beat 
them yet.” 


Dreyfuss loved the Pirates and the 
players respected and admired the 
owner who had always treated them 
fairly. The son of an American citi- 
zen, Dreyfuss was born and educat- 
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ed in Germany before he immigrat- 
ed to the United States in 1881. At 
sixteen years of age, he found work 
scrubbing whiskey barrels in a dis- 
tillery in Paducah, Kentucky. He 
took to baseball, and organized a 


second base. In 1888, Dreyfuss 
moved to Louisville along with the 


purchased stock in the Louisville 
club. By 1890, he was treasurer. At 
the end of a decade, Dreyfuss seized 
an opportunity to purchase the 
Pittsburgh club, thus placing him- 
self in the position to move most of 
the Louisville Colonels players to the 
Pirates when the National League 


contracted after 1899. “Baseball is 
my business,” he said. 


Game 7 was scheduled for the next 
day, Friday October 9. But Dreyfuss 
knew the players needed a break 
and Phillippe needed extra rest. He 
also knew that if the Friday game 
could be postponed until Saturday, 
there would be a much larger 
crowd at Exposition Park. Good 
baseball and good business went 
together. Rain during the night gave 
Dreyfuss and Clarke the excuse they 
were looking for and the game was 
postponed until Saturday, much to 
the anger of Collins who wanted to 
play, “Baseball is the sole topic of 
conversation in this city,” reported 
one correspondent. 


What was described as “the largest 
crowd in the history of baseball in 


this city” flooded Exposition Park 
for the afternoon affair. Pittsburgh 
fans came from towns and cities as 
far as fifty miles away to witness the 
contest. The steel works at 
Homestead, McKeesport, and else-

seats were filled an hour before the 
3 PM starting time. Fans stood in the 


distillery for which he worked and | aisles and jammed themselves into 


any open space. Some adventurous 
men climbed into the crosspieces 
that supported the roof and grand- 
stand. Thousands more formed a 
ring behind the ropes in the outfield 
and along the right field foul line. 
Enterprising boys walked behind 
the rope line offering “old boxes, 


buckets, chairs, barrels or saw 
horses, and anything that would 
raise a man a couple of feet,” for 
spare change. Officially, attendance 
was listed at 17,038, but thousands 
more scrambled for a view of the 
game; outside the park, the “hill 
tops and adjacent roofs were black 
with people unable to gain admis- 
sion into the park.” Despite the con- 
gestion, the crowd remained per- 
fectly orderly. 


In a rematch of the Game 1 starters, 
Phillippe faced Young. The 
Pittsburgh ace, who had pitched 27 
innings in nine days and provided 
the Pirates with their three victories, 
had to be tiring, even by the stan- 
dards of the day where pitchers rou- 
tinely threw 300 and even 400 hun- 
dred innings a year and some 


pitched both ends of doublehead- 
ers. The game started well enough 
for Phillippe as Dougherty swung at 
the first pitch and grounded to sec- 
ond. Collins, however, promptly 
tripled and, before the crowd had a 
chance to weigh the situation, Stahl 
also tripled into the crowd in center 
field. He then scored when Ritchey 
came home on _ Freeman's 
grounder, but Phelps dropped the 
ball. In every game of the series, the 


team that scored first went on to win 
and now Boston was ahead 2-0. The 


Pirates threatened in the bottom of 


the first as Beaumont and Clarke got 
on to lead off the inning. Leach, who 
was 6-11 against Young in the 


series, hit the ball hard, but right at 
second baseman Hobe Ferris who 
tagged Clarke and threw to first for 
a double play. In the fourth, the 
Americans added to their lead. 
Freeman led off with a triple, and 
scored on Parent's groundout. 
Ferris also tripled, Boston’s fourth 
of the game, and scored off Criger’s 
base hit. The Pirates retaliated with 
a triple of their own in the bottom of 
the frame as Bransfield lashed the 
ball to left and scored on Ritchey’s 
groundout. The score was 4-1 
entering the fifth inning. In the top 
of the sixth, Phillippe was victimized 
by some bad luck and his own error 
that left him with runners on first 
and second with no one out. Ferris 
advanced the runners with a sacri- 
fice and Criger came through with a 
single to score them both. The 
score stood 6-1 and if Young knew 
anything it was how to protect a 
five-run lead late in the game. The 
Pirates scratched out a run in the 
sixth, but gave it back in the eighth. 
With the score 7-2 headed into the 
bottom of the ninth, the Pirates 
revived the crowd when the first two 
batters reached base and Phillippe 
singled to score Sebring. But the 
rally ended there and so did 
the game. 


The Boston Americans had done the 
unthinkable, winning three straight 
games in Pittsburgh to take a 4-3 
lead in the series. Phillippe had 
pitched well, yielding 11 hits and no 
walks. Young, by comparison, gave 
up 10 hits and one walk. While both 
teams committed errors, the Pirates 
miscues cost them. Phillippe “went 
up against the Bostons once too 
often,” thought the Sporting News. 
“Tt is natural to suppose that after a 
team has faced a pitcher three times 
in less than two weeks, that they 
should have had time to familiarize 
themselves with that man’s style of 
pitching sufficiently to hit him.” 
Boston batters lashed five triples 
and scored each time. By contrast, 
the Pirates could not bunch any hits 
together, and the 2-3-4 batters in 
the lineup managed one hit among 


them. In the three games Leach was 
2-14 and Wagner 0-10. Clarke 
admitted, “I am much disappointed. 
I felt all confidence we would win 
today and that meant, in my opin- 
ion, the series.” After the game the 
Pirates trudged to the train station 
for the journey back to Boston. 


The Americans were elated and 
Collins declared that he expected to 
end the series with a victory on 
Monday. The Royal Rooters, who 
had remained in Pittsburgh for all 
the games and took a small measure 
of credit for their team’s success 
because of their singing and root- 
ing, celebrated wildly on the train. 
Tim Murnane, the correspondent 
for the Boston Globe, took the time 
to reflect on the series: “This shows

that baseball is the greatest outdoor 
sport that has ever been known and 
it is thoroughly American, combin- 
ing everything in the way of athletic 
skill, nerve, grit, and honesty 
and all that is best in our national 
character.” 


The journey dragged for losers and 
winners alike. Both teams livened 
up a bit when they joined together in 
Albany. The Pirates’ train was held 
at the station so that the Boston spe- 
cial could catch up. Players on both 
sides mingled and chatted on the 
way to Boston. The mutual respect 


and admiration shown by the com- 
petitors distinguished the series. 
Fred Clarke remarked that the 
games were “free from any sort of 
friction” between the athletes. And 
the good will carried over to the 
fans who admired the devotion of 
their counterparts and acted “more 
like judges than partisans” when it 
came to action on the field. When 
the train reached Worcester, the 
hometown of both Kitty Bransfield 
and Hobe Ferris, the two players 
departed to spend the evening with 
their families, As they walked off, 
the Boston Rooters gave each man, 
one a Pirate and one an American, 
“three rousing cheers.” 


After a day's delay due to rain, the 
teams met on October 13. Thinking 
the game would not be played 
because of the weather, the smallest 
crowd of the series turned out, 
about 7,500 fans. Prior to the con- 
test, the teams gathered on the field 
for a photograph. At 3 p.m. Bill 
Dinneen walked to the mound. He 
was vying to win his third game of 
the series and the championship for 
Boston. Opposing him would be 
Deacon Phillippe, the only healthy 
pitcher on the staff and the only one 
in whom Clarke had any confi- 
dence. The manager had to win this 
game before worrying about who to 
pitch in a Game 9. 


Both pitchers were effective for the 
first three innings, with the side 
being retired in order several times. 
The tension mounted and players 
and fans alike realized that the team 
to score first had the best chance to 
win, especially in this series where 
no team came from behind to win. 
The Pirates squandered an opportu- 
nity in the top of the fourth when, 
with two out, Leach walked and 
Wagner singled, putting runners on 
the corners. Wagner tried to steal 
second, and in a nifty play Criger 
faked a throw to second then fired 
to third to catch Leach off the base. 
It was the sort of inning-ending play 
that lifted one team as it demoral- 
ized the other. In the bottom of the 
fourth, Buck Freeman led off with a

triple to center field. Parent bunted 
but the catcher Phelps misplayed 
the ball and the Americans had run- 
ners on the corners with no one out. 
LaChance hit a hard grounder to 
first which served the purpose of 
advancing the runner. Ferris, who 
had been 1-11 in the first three 
games played at Huntington Avenue, 
cracked a single to center and 
Boston scored the first two runs of 
the game. Boston added a run in the 
sixth and led 3-0 going into the final 
innings. Phillippe was good, but 
Dinneen was at his best. He had 
relinquished four hits and two 
walks while striking out 6 through 
eight innings. The Pirates came up 
for their last chance in the ninth. 
Clarke flied out. Leach followed 
suit. Wagner came to the plate. No 
one thought the game was over yet, 
not with Honus Wagner up. Dinneen 
got ahead in the count, but Wagner 
worked it back to 3-2. Dinneen 
delivered. Wagner swung with all 
his might, but “the dull thud of the 
ball, as it nestled in Criger’s waiting 
mitt, told the story.” 


The jubilant Boston players gath- 
ered at the mound and the fans 
engulfed them in a sea of celebra- 
tion. Clarke and his men gathered 
their equipment and mournfully 
snaked their way to the carriages 
that would take them back to their 


hotel. In the clubhouse, 
the Boston players pre- 
sented Jimmy Collins 
with a gold watch. 
* Within a few weeks, 
each would receive a 
gold charm as a sou- 
venir of winning the 
world’s championship. 
They also received a 
sizeable check for their 
share of the gate 
receipts which they split 
+ with the owner: $1182 
. per man. 


The Pirates made their 
way to Pittsburgh and 
absorbed the loss the 
best they could. Deacon 
Phillippe’s comment, 
“my arm is numb and I am tired,” 
reminded everyone of the handicap 
under which Pirate pitching 
labored. Though disappointed in 
losing the series, Barney Dreyfuss 
rewarded his players handsomely. 
He decided to award them all of the 
gate receipts, taking no share for 
himself, not even recovering his 
gambling debt, said to be several 
thousand dollars from betting on 
the Pirates to win. As a result of the 
owner’s largess each Pirate received 
$1316, more than the winner’s 
share. Dreyfuss also rewarded 
Phillippe with ten shares of railroad 
stock. And the players gave Clarke a 
watch chain and elk 
tooth’s charm. Finally, 
Dreyfuss gave Clarke a 
contract to manage the 
Pirates for life--“that is 
my baseball life,” Clarke 
added. 


Clarke’s baseball life 
would one day lead him 
back to the World 


Series. In 1909 the ‘few -% 


Pirates faced the Detroit , 
Tigers, led by Ty Cobb. 
Leach and Wagner were 
the only other two posi- 
tion players remaining 
from 1903, and both 
distinguished themselves 
in the series. Leach hit 


360 and Wagner made up for his 
performance six years earlier by hit- 
ting .333 and knocking in 6 runs. 
Deacon Phillippe was also with the 
team, but the star of the first World 
Series appeared only twice in relief. 
Still, he managed to pitch six score- 
less innings. The Pirates won the 
World Championship in 1909, but 
their winners share was only a few 
hundred dollars more than their 
losers cut in 1903. 


The players carried memories of the 
first World Series with them all their 
lives. Decades later Tommy Leach 
remembered the antics of the fans 
and the competition between the 
teams. It was “probably the wildest 
World Series ever played,” he 
recalled. On September 30, 1953, 
he and Fred Clarke traveled to 
Yankee Stadium and joined with 
Cy Young and Bill Dinneen to throw 
out the first pitch of the World 
Series and commemorate the 
fiftieth anniversary. The hundredth 
anniversary is now upon us, and it is 
again fitting to recall the exploits of 
the men who inaugurated a tradi- 
tion that helped ratify the place of 
baseball in American culture.

Kevin McClatchy wos named Chief Executive Officer and Managing General Partner of the Pittsburgh 

Pirates when the ownership group he formed purchased the franchise on February 14, 1996. 

~ Despite the efforts of other potential buyers to move the Pirates elsewhere, the youngest owner 
in baseball wos determined to keep the team in Pittsburgh. Maintaining a combination of tenaci- 
ty and ingenuity throughout a grueling nine-month effort, McClatchy organized a group of civic- 
minded individuals and local corporations 10 save the franchise. 

McClatchy will be long remembered for bringing the greates! ballpark in America to the city of 
Pittsburgh. On August 6, 1998, PNC Bank struck a deal with the Pirates to call the new venue PNC 
Park ond on March 31, 2001, McClatchy’s vision of a new baseball-only ballpark became a reality 

as the Pirates hosted the New York Mets in the first-ever game played at PNC Park. 

Construction on the 38,000-seat venue began in April of 1999 on the land adjacent to the Roberto Clemente Bridge (6th Street) 
along the North Shore of the Allegheny River. On January 10, 2001, Poul Beeston, the Chief Operating Officer of Major League 
Baseball proclaimed PNC Park as the “best-looking baseball stadium he had ever seen.” The sank has received many other glow- 
ing reviews from national and local media during its first two seasons of ploy. 

In 2001, the Pirates played in front of 19 sellouts and o club-record 2,436,139 fans the entire season. In the lost five years 
@Three Rivers Stadium, the organization posted a total of 12 sellouts (four in 1997, three each in 1998 and 1999 and two in 2000), 
In the final game ever @Three Rivers on October 1, 2000, the Pirates attracted 55,35] fans.- the largest regular-season crowd to 
ever see a baseball game in Pittsburgh. 

In just his second year as the club's principal owner, the Pirates went from a last-place finish in 1996 to being the talk of base- 
hall in 1997. Prior to the ‘97 campaign, Baseball America - considered the premier publication on minor league baseball - rated 
the Pirates' farm system as “the best in baseball" and USA Joday newspaper named the Pirates as its "Orgonization of the Year" ot 
the conclusion of the season. In December of 1997, USA Today Baseball Weekly ranked the Pirates’ success in 1997 os one of the 
top five baseball stories of the a 

McClatchy was honored by the Anti-Defamation League as its Man-of-the-Year, receiving ihe American Heritage Aword at o cere- 
mony in January of 2001. He was also named by Vectors/Pittsburgh as its Man-of-the-Year for 1999 and was honored by The Post- 
Gazette for his leodership role in assuring the Pirates’ continued presence in Pittshurgh into the new century at the annual Dapper 
Dan dinner in February of 2000. For his commitment to keeping the cub in Pittsburgh and stressing the importance of a new base- 
ball-only venue, in addition to making over 100 speaking engagements in the tri-state area, /n Pittsburgh news weekly named 
Meaty its "Person-of-the-Year" in 1997. 

Before becoming the fifth owner of the 116-year-old organization, Kevin had served as National Sales Manager for the pp 

Network; a subsidiary of McClatchy Newspapers. The McClatchy family, which founded The Sacramento Bee newspaper in 1857, has 
more than 20 different newspapers in 10 states nationwide. 
McClatchy's professional career began at WPLG-TV, the ABC affiliate in Miami, where he served as a sports producer. He later 
joined Knight-Ridder Newspapers and spent four years in the national advertising and marketing department at The Miami Herald. 
In 1990, Kevin returned to California, where he ran the daily business operations for The Amador Ledger-Dispaich and continued to 
work in the advertising and marketing departments for McClatchy Newspapers.

Now in their 116th National League season, the Pittsburgh Pirates own a history filled 

with World Championships, legendary players and some of baseball’s most dramatic 

games and moments. 

The Pirates’ roots in Pittsburgh actually date back to sa 15, 1876, when the 

Pittsburgh Alleghenies brought professional baseball to the city y playing their first game 

at Union Park. In 1877, the Alleghenies were accepted into the minor-league International

Hall of Famer Willie Stargell took 
home MVP honors — as he did during the regular season — with a .400 battin 
average, three home runs (including the Series’ deciding blow in Game Soren} 
and seven RBI. It was a fitting conclusion to the decade for Stargell, who was the 
leading home-run hitter of the 1970's (296). While the Pirates brought two world 
championships back to Pittsburgh during the 1970s, the Pittsburgh Steelers | 
also came to prominence. The Steelers won four Super Bowls during the 70s 
which, coupled with the Pirates success, helped garner Pittsburgh the "City of y 
Champions” label.

THE HISTORY OF THE PIRATES UNIFORM 


The jersey of this period was short-sleeved with no trim except for a dark blue collar. Stockings were dark 
blue with red stripes and the cap was blue with a white "P". A "PBC" monogram signifying Pittsburgh 
Baseball Club was also added to the left sleeve later in the decade. 


The regular collar was replaced by the short, stand-up "cadet" style with a button collar. Pinstriped material 
was also introduced. As the team nickname became more accepted, "Pirates" wos displayed in capital letters 
down the button lapel. The cadet-style collar soon gave way to a tapered collar extension, but the button 
lopel remained solid dark blue with white buttons and a “P-P" straddling the top button. 

Loter in this decade, the cap had piping ond also included a "P" in while or red. 


Standard white uniforms were worn at home and gray on the road with simple graphics and solid colors. 
The 1925 & ‘27 championship teams wore the standard capital "P" on its sleeves but not on the jersey. 
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The Pirate uniforms brightened up considerably with added colors, trim features and graphics. The name 

"Pirates" was placed across the jersey in an arc of fancy red and blue capital letters. Solid blue belts were 

—_ ond piping trim on the uniforms included blue and red. A red "P” was also placed on the solid 
ue cap. 


The nome "Pirates" appeared on the jersey in script lettering with underline flourish. 
A zipper front replaced the button-down jersey.

The uniform abandons the traditional "P" or "Pirates" for an emblem of on actual buccaneer. The patch was 
placed on the left breast of both the home and road jerseys. This was the first time an emblem of the 
team's nickname Was ever worn on a game jersey. 


The team replaced the traditional blue and red with the present day black and gold. The script "Pirates" 
ah Mesirg: 55 was replaced with the block lettering that you siill see joday. The cop became solid black 
with a gold "P". 


The word "Pittsburgh" is removed from the road jersey, and replaced with "Pirates". 


The Pirates become the second team to begin wearing sleeveless jerseys. 
Numbers were introduced on the front of the home and road jerseys and have been there ever since. 


The Pirates became the first major league club to adopt the new double-knit Fabric uniforms. The jersey 
became a pullover with no button or zipper. The pants contained o built-in sash belt. The cap crown was 
mustard yellow with a black bill. Within two years, nearly every other club was wearing a double-knit 
uniform. 


The Pirates, as well as other clubs, commemorate the National League's centennial by wearing the old 
k 


striped, pill-box style caps. The Bucs wore yellow caps with a black bill and black stripes. 


Abandoned were the traditional whife and gray uniforms in exchange for combinations of white, gold, black 
and pinstriping. The caps became black with yellow stripes. Players’ last names appear on the back of the 
jerseys for the first time. 


The Pirates returned to the basic white and gray uniform. 

The Pirates replaced the striped cap in favor of the traditional standard black round crown type. 
A script "Pittshurgh" is added to the gray road uniform for the first time since 1952. 

The Pirates return to button-down jerseys ond belted pants. 


Going back to a more traditional look, the Pirates removed the names from the back of the jerseys. 
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That change lasted only one year, as the Pirates return the names to the back of the jerseys. 


The organization introduce a complete new look by introducing on alternate home jersey as well as bringing 
the color "red" back into the uniform for the first time since 1946, 


With the opening of PNC Park, the club enfers a "New Era of Buseball." The team reintroduces the 
sleeveless er as part of both the home and road uniform.

Prior to joining the Pirates, Brian wos a major league coach with the Cleveland Indians for two seasons (1998-1999) and with 
the Baltimore Orioles in 2000. Graham spent the 2001 season as the Minor League Field Coordinator and Director of Instruction for 
the Florida Marlins. 

As a minor league manager in the Cleveland organization, Brian compiled « 704-491 (.589) record. In the eight full seasons he 
managed, Graham's teams finished first five times and second three times during the regular season, reaching the post-season eg 
consecutive years.

THE PIRATES MEDIA RELATIONS OFFICE: Located on the fourth floor of the team’s administrative. building on the corner of 
General Robinson Sireet and Federal Street, All persons wishing to visit the media relations office must sign in with the 24-hour 
security guard on the street level of the building, 


MEDIA ENTRANCE TO PNC PARK: All members of the media must enter the ballpark at the “Press Tower” - the tallest of the 
two towers located on General Robinson Street, adjacent to the Home Plate entrance to the park (left-field line).

CLUBHOUSE ACCESS: Both clubhouses are located along the Service Tunnel. The Pirate clubhouse is on the third base side and 
the Visitor's clubhouse is on the first base side. The Pittsburgh clubhouse is open to credentialed media from 3 1/2 hours prior to 
game time until 45 minutes before game time. It re-opens to credenticled media approximately 5 minutes following the conclusion 
of the game. The manager's office moy be open briefly between games of a doubleheader only for those with early deadlines. The 

use i ing coin delays. It is also closed while the club is taking batting practice on the field, unless the player need- 
ad is in the clubhouse. Access to the visiting clubhouse will be determined solely by the visiting club's policies. In addition, the club- 
house is not a “lounge” for members of the media - you must have a specific reason for clubhouse access to gain 
admittance. If you have specific interview requests for a player or coach, we encourage you fo contact a member of 
the Pirates’ Media Relations staff, who will try to accommodate your needs. 


Per Major League Baseball, all visitors 10 the home and visiting clubhouses must sign in before entering. 


FIELD ACCESS: The field and dugouts are accessible to credentialed media from the time the press gate opens until the end of the 
Visiting club’s batting practice. If ie visiting club does not fake batting practice, the field is accessible until 45 minutes before game 
time. At no time is the media permitted in fuir territory and oll media must stay inside the first and third base bags. Access to 
the field is available on the Service Level only by one of two tunnels: one leading into the visitor’s dugout or one 
located right outside the home clubhouse, which leads to the orea adjacent to the third-base hag and Pirates dugout.

RADIO & TV REPORTS: Reports are defined as NON play-by-play reporting by non-rightsholders of scores and game highlights, includ- 
ing scene setters, game in-progress updates and post-game summaries.
